Hostile Fleet Would Be Sunk. 

Officers who witnessed the test say 
the practice demonstrated that a fleet 
attempting to pass the fort could not 
have lived five minutes in such a fire 
as was poured into the towed targets. 

No additional deaths are expected as a 
result of the accident, the surgéons at 
the post hospital expressing the opinion 
today that the six injured men now in 
the hospital will recover. It was said 
that they. had passed a good night. 
Awaiting word from relatives of the 
eleven men who were killed, their bodies 
are being held at the morgue. 

The Board of Inquiry which is investi- 
gating the cause of the: explosion has 
not yet completed its work, but may ‘be 
able to make its report to Washington 
tomorrow.

HEROISM OF WOUNDED MEN 
IS PRAISED BY COMMANDERS 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Stories of 
valor and sacrifice in time of suffering 
and confusion were detailed to Gen. 
Wood, chief of the staff of the army, 
and other oficials of the War Depart- 
ment today as a result of the explosion 
of. the big gun at Fortress Monroe. 
These personal reports were augmented 
by further telegraphic reports from 
Lieut. Col. C. P. Townsley of the Coast 
Artillery corps, the commandant of the 
fort. 

Conspicuous in the heroic group was 
Lieut. ‘Van Dusen, who suffered a 
broken leg when the body of one of his 
men was hurled against him. He also 
was burned by gas. He was the time 
keeper during the target practice. 

Insists That Others Be Helped. 
“Lieut. Van Dusen,” said Col. Towns- 
ley, in an official report, “‘supported 
himself on the platform and directed 
that the assistance which was offered 
to him be given to others in the vicin- 
ity, some of whom were lying helpless 
with burning powder grains in their 
clothing.’’ 

Lieut. Hawes was praised by the 
commandant for having extinguished 
“with his bare hands, burning ma- 
terial that threatened to ignite the 
second charge which wag on its way 
to the emplacement.” 

Enough has been ascertained at the 
department to satisfy officers that 
for some reason there was a tension 
on the lanyard which resulted in an 
explosion before the breach block 
had been rotated into place. It is be- 
lieved that for some reason the saf- 
ety devices in the gun intended to 
make such an accident ag this im- 
possible, failed to work. 

Expert Squad Was Ip Charge. 

Col. Townsley has informed the de- 
partment that the detachment man- 
ning the gun which exploded was 
exceptionally well trained and ex- 
pert. 

Assisting in the investigation are some 
of the leading officers of the army who 
were present at the time of the explos- 
lon. Among them are Gen. Crozier, chief 
of ordnance of the army; Gen. Carter 
assistant chief of Staff; Gen. Murray,

The 
meeting was attended by President 
Gompers and other labor leaders and 
Manager William M. Walker of the 
Planters, Pat Short and Thomas L. 
Cannon, secretary of the Convention 
Bureau. 

After the conference Gompers. said 
Walker, Short and Cannon would meet 
business men during the afternood, and 
that another meeting with the labor 
leaders would be held Friday night. 

‘When the convention was settled for 
St. Louis,’’ said Gompers, ‘‘we were as- 
sured that the business men would pro- 
vide a suitable and convenient meeting 
place. The Coliseum for the two weeks 
will cost $5000 Of $6000. , 

Improvements Delayed, 

“There has been a delay on the part 
of St. Louis business interests in com- 
pleting the details to procure the Coli- 
seum. The next most available place is 
the Liederkranz Hall. I am informed 
that means long street car rides each 
day, and we do not intend to accept it 
as a meeting place. 

“Tt looks very much as if the St. 
Louisans interested will have to maké 
the arrangements to provide us with 
the Coliseum or the convention will be 
taken to some other city.

Before the cap was drawn over his 
head, Martin asked permission to make 
an address. He did not refer to his 
crime. He admonished all persons to be 
good and to be prepared for death, an‘ 
said he was going to his death with # 
élear conscience. 

Several negroes witnessed the hang- 
ing. No women were allowed to attend, 
and women confined in the jail near 
the scaffold were removed to another 
aection early Friday. Tne crowd eager 
to see the execution began to arrive 
before 7 a. m.,: when the door leading 
to the jail yard was opened. Half an 
Lour later the inclosure was filled anda 
several hundred persons outside wits 
tickets were pushing toward the door. 

At 8 a. m. Sheriff Charlies Cashel. 
leading the march to the scaffold, 
walked out of the jail. He was fol- 
lowed by Martin, who wore a dark suit 
end white gloves. He wore no shoes, 
as he had requested, saying that he did 
not want to die “with his shoes on. 
He. also requested permission to wear 
vhite gloves. 

Martin smiled good-naturedly during 
yhis talk from the scaffold. But when 
the black cap was adjusted by Jailer 
Hauss be trembled violently. 

Martin was executed for the murder 
of Floyd Harris, another negro. Harrie

Referee’s Examination Into

Harry B. Gardner’s resistance to the 
continuance of the receivership of his 
twin insurance companies was renewed 
Friday, when a motion was filed in the 
Supreme Court at Jefferson City for 4 
rehearing in the case recently before 
the court. 

The court refused last uesday to !s- 
sue writs of prohibition against Circuit 
Judges Witnrow and McQuillin to pre- 
vent them from maintaining the receiv- 
erships of the Continental and Interna- 
tional Fire Assurance companies. A dis- 
patch from Jerferson City to the Post- 
Dispatch Friday stated that the motion 
for rehearing was filed by R. F.. Walker 
of St. Louis, representing Gardner and 
a number of the stockholders. 

The motion for a rehearing will prob- 
ably not be heard for several days, and 
in the meantime the receivership will 
continue without interference. 

Gardner testified at the hearing be- 
‘fore Referee Cauifield Thursday after- 
noon that he had little money left, most 
of tt being in his pocket, and that his 
home was so incumbered that he would 
be .willing to see it taken by J. Brooks 
gohnson, who bought it in at a sheriff's 
sale.

In testifying about the C. H. Smith 
$17,000 note and deed of trust, which he 
gave Mrs. Gardner, he said:

Two witnesses stated that they had 
been “dummy” itncorporators. They 
were Francis Geraghty and Felix 
Cornitius, attorneys, and said they 
had signed their names as an accom- 
modation, to bring about the legal 
incorporation of the company.

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COMPLETE IN NEW 
HEALTH ORDINANCE 


| Sole Charge for Commission- 
er of Many Patients Pro- 
vided in Measure. 





A new health ordinance, sweeping and 
stringent in its provisions, has been 
passed by both branches of the Munici- 


pal Assembly, and will go to Mayor 
Kreismann for his signature Saturday. 

The bill was introduced at the in- 
stance of Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health 
Commissioner, and is intended to reach 
that class of people who are averse to 
going to a hospital, but who, living in 
congested quarters or amid insanitary 
surroundings, spread disease and death 
all around them. | 

The new ordinance, if signed, will in- 
vest the Health Commissioner with ex- 
traordinary power, for it will give him 
supervision over the person afflicted, 
mot only in life, but in death. 

Diseases Included in Bill. 

The bill names the following malilg- 
nant, infectious or contagious diseases: 
Smalipox, chickenpox, scarlet 
measles, German measles, diphtheria, 
membranous croup, whooping : cough, 
typhoid fever, cerebro-spinal fever, ery-

sipelas, yellow fever, cholera, leprosy, 
bubonic plague and tuberculosis. 

It shall be the duty of any physician, 
hotel clerk or proprietor, owner or les- 
see of « boarding or lodging house, an 
agent for property or any member of 4& 
family who knows of any person who 
is afflicted with any of these dis- 


eases to report the matter to the Health 


Commissioner inside of 2% hours. 

In each case—tuberculosis alone ¢x- 
cepted—the Health Commissioner shall 
have the right to placard the house 
with the name of the disease present. 
He can forbid the removal of any 
article from the house until the place 
shall have been fumigated and disin- 
fected. In case where articles either 
of food or clothing are being sold in an 
infected house, he can force the place to 
close until such time as the danger Is 
passed. 

He will have the right, under the 
law, to close a street, or to compel the 
residents of any house, or even of a 
whole block, to vacate, if necessary, for 
purposes of fumigation. 

If he deems it advisable for the pub- 
lic health and welfare, the Health Com- 
missioner can compel any person af- 
flicted with one of these disease to g0 
to a public hospital, and is empowered 
to use force to carry out his order. 

He can prevent a body from being re- 
moved after death without his permis- 
sion; can issue orders concerning the 
funeral and can say how many persons 
may attend it, if any. 

Any person violating the ordinance 
will be subject to a fine of from $% to 
$100.

COBBLER’S DAUGHTER 


Left Vineland, N. J., When 
a Girl; Always Clever 
About Money.

NEW YORK, July 22.—Aimee Young, 
near the point of death In Chicago, after 
being shot by Charles W. Rigdon, a 
mining broker, who afterwards killed 
himself with the same revolver, shows 
the same business coolness in this ex- 
tremity that characterized her rather 
spectacular career on the Atlantic 
coast. Always a pet of high-living men 


with money, always charming and bril- 
liantly amusing, she never was careless 
about getting their money. 

The Chicago dispatches tell that even 
in a serious relapse which came upon 
her yesterday, she pulled herself to- 
gether enough to insist that lawyers 
should be brought to her bedside to re- 
ceive directions for saving various prop- 
erties which she was afraid Rigdon's 
heirs would attempt to take from her. 
Her will power is still further demon- 
strated in that her condition has stéad- 
ily improved in spite of these exertions. 

That Rigdon anticipated Mrs. Young’s 
ability to protect her own interests was 
disclosed today by the fact that he had 
turned all his property over to a pri- 
vate corporation—Jay A. Rigdon & Co.— 
a firm of which his son was the head 
and he was the silent partner, and 
which was merely a holding company 
for the father’s fortune. 


Her Career on Broadway. 

Men who know their Broadway his- 
tory can count on many fingers the 
names of men whose money has been 
spent in Mrs. Young’s company and who 
have dropped out of sight. Her story 
runs like the acting out of the plot of 
an old British novel. 

Her stepfather, Oscar Trennen, town 
cobbler of Vineland, N. J., found when 
she reached 15 that she was an irre- 
sistible lure for the boys of the vil- 
lage. He was pestered almost to death 
by the youths who hung around the 
place, and who squabbled for the girl's 
attention. She was very pretty end hada 
way with her which seemed to afflict 


every man who came within’ the radius), 


of her eyes with a sort of insdnufty.” ~ 

By the time she was 18 grown men had 
shouldered the boys aside and visitors 
from the cities gave Aimee Trennon, 
who had taken her step-father’s name, 
little time for the company of villagers. 
Before she was 20 she was coming to 
New York frequently and began to 
wear dresses better than the cobbler 
could pay fer. 

There arrived a day when she came 
to New York to stay. It was no secret 
in Vineland that she was under the pat- 
ronage of a very wealthy man, and 
that she was attracting great attention 
in the city by her beauty and kittenish 
ways. Later came the word that she 
had gone to London with the same man, 


Is Wedded to Lawyer. 
The girl reappeared in New York ifn 


196 and seemed ag prosperous as ever, 
though she was seldom seen in the same 
company. She frequently flashed into 
Vineland for short visits and was s0 
simple and gracious with all her old 
friends that they forgave her fine 
clothes. It was at Vineland that she 
met Alexander C. Young, former prose- 
ecutor of Hudson County, and counsel 
for Laura E. Bigger in the great Vine- 
land conspiracy case. After Young’s 
wife, who was a niece of Ward Mc- 
Allister, had divorced him and he had 
lost a fight for their child, which in- 
volved the little girl’s being taken by 
force several times and hurried across 
the continent, Young married Aimee 
Trennon, 

Young’s questionable conduct in legal 
cases forced him out of the position as 
a leading Tammany Hall spellbinder, to 
which he aspired after he left New 
Jersey. He was disbarred in this coun- 
ty. He was last heard of in the public 
prints in Pittsburg, where he was in- 
volved in a squabble over the payment 
of a hotel bill. 

Mrs. Young did not follow him into 
cblivion. She stayed on Broadway and 
ifth avenue. She met Rigdon about 
two years ago. She went to live in 
Evanston, near Chicago, an@ also hada 
home in Washington. Her life with him 
was marked with violent quarrels be- 
tween his periods of lavish generosity. 
A month ago she determined to leave 
him. She made the announcement to 
Mr. Fetzer of Fetzer & Peters, Rig- 
don’s real estate brokers. She disap- 
peared from Rigdon’s sight and he 
roamed Chicago hunting for her. 
Through Fetzer an interview was ar- 
ranged in the real estate office. 


Mra. Rigdon Discovers Infatuation. 

The interview began with squabbling, 
and when Rigdon drew a revolver Fet- 
ver fled. The real estate man said aft- 
erward that he believed Rigdon meant 
to kill him also. Rigdon fired four shots 
inte Mrs. Young before killing himself. 
The most serious one lodged in her head 
near the base of the brain. 

Mrs. Rigdon had only recently heard 
of her husband’s infatuation for Mrs. 
Young, and at the time of the shooting 
was in Chicago on a visit from her 
kome in Le Grand, Io. She supposed 
that Rigdon was on one of his many 
“business trips’ with which he ex- 
plained his long absences from home. 

Among Rigdon's papers were found 
letters from Mrs. Young in which she 
discussed the future of “the baby.” The 
picture of @ pretty child about 2 years 
old was found among the papers. On 
the back was written: “How is our 
baby?” None of Rigdon’s Chicago ac- 
quaintances knew anything of the little 
boy, which is supposed to be in a Wash-

Harry Clodfelter, 29 years old, now is wn 2 Scan ¢ a ea 4 Ae we vate 
in St. Mary’s Infirmary, recovering 
from a rheumatic complaint which re- 
quired constant attention, and which, 
because of the alleged delay and neégli- 
gence of the city hospital staff, con- 
tinually grew worse during his stay 
there. 

Clodfeiter, who lived at 2843 Washb- 
ington avenue, became sick three 
months ago with rheumatism and kid- 
ney trouble. Dr. Ozias Paquin treated 
him free for a time, then advised him, 
as an operation should be performed, 
to go to the city hospital. 

According to his wife, the chief trou- 
ble was with his left arm, which would 
“grow together” under the skifi at the 
shoulder.. The operation was in the na- 
ture of tearing the arm apart. 


Wife Telis of Neglect. 

“‘When he first was placed in the hos- 
pital,”” said Mrs.: Clodfelter, ‘‘my hus- 
band was put in the contagious ward, 
because they said they had no other 
place for him. When I took our two 
children to sée him, they advised me 
not to take them in, ads they might get 
dearlet fever or some other contagious 
disease. I kept demanding that they 
remove him to a surgical, ward, but it 
was two weeks before they did so. 
They put him in Ward C 20, and three 
operations were performed. 

“After performing an operation they 
would pay no further attention to the 
arm and would let it grow back to- 
gether again, until another operation 
was needed. All that time they did not 
give him any medicine for rheumatism 
or kidney trouble. 

Recovering at Another Hospital. 

“His sister, Mrs. Jerome Barry, 
went there and’ found how he- was 
being neglected, and she and I had 
him sent to St. Mary’s. There his 
arm ie being attended to at the 
proper times each day, and if is 
healing nicely. He is taking medi- 
cine regularly for his other trouble, 
which is much better. He is also 
being well fed. At the City Hospi- 
tal he got little but bread and cof- 
fee, without milk or sugar. I had 
to send him his meals most of the 
time.” 

The other case was that of Henry 
Koopmann of 3826 Wisconsin avenue, 
who was injured by a fall from the 
wall of one of the hospital additions, 
which he was employed in building. He 
was carried into the hospital uncon- 
scious, suffering from a dislocation of 
one of the vertebrae. 

“There Was also a gaping wound in 
the small of his back,”’ said his wife 
Friday to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“While the doctors treated his spine, 
they paid no attention’ to the wound, 
which became inflamed. When i! 
learned of this I demanded that he be re- 
leased, so that I could have a physician 
to look after him. They insisted that he 
stay, and it was two weeks before I 
succeeded in. getting him out. The 
wound was then in 4 terrible condition, 
and Dr. Drescher, who treated him aft- 
er he got home, said if he had stayed 
tn the hospital a few days longer he 
would have had a fatal case of blood 
poisoning.” 

At the hospital it was stated that 
Koopmanns case was disposed of be- 
‘fore the present management took 
charge and that he was taken away 
from the institution prior to May 1. 
The records show that the rest treat- 
ment was the only one administered. 
As to Clodfelter, the, physicians ad- 
mitted that he was placed for a time 
in the contagious ward. His trouble, 
tochnically known as ankylosis, was 
of the nature his wife described, put 
it was stated that Dr. V. T. Blair, one 
of the visiting staff, saw him every 
day. Dr. Walter R. Hewitt said he 
had seen Mrs. Clodfelter on her cq}! 
at the hospital, but denied having ex. 
pressed impatience. . Was stated

Any physician will 
orescribe the modification of milk that 
the baby must have. The physician 
will do this free if the mother cannot 
pay, or she may get the prescription 
at one of the clinics which are con- 
lucted in connection with several of 
‘he distributing stations. 

The Fund milk is modified at the pure 
milk laboratory, 17% North <hirteenth 
street. The milk is received there direct 
‘rom the farm and sent to the various 
distributing stations in two-ounce, four- 
ounce, five-ounce, seven-ounce and 
sight-ounce bottles and in the strength 
the physician has prescribed, suitable 
to the age and condition of the baby.

Biggest Coal Contract Ever 
Made in the East Signed. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 22.—The big- 
gest single coal coi.tract ever let in the 
East has just been obtained by the 
Davis Coal and Coke Co. from the Beth- 
lehem Steel Co. The contract runs for 
a period of 2 years and involves more 
than $60,000,000. 

The contract calls for the delivery by 
the Davis company to the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. at South Bethlehem, Pa., of 
material for by-product coke ovens. The 
contract will start on the completion 
of 300 ovens, in May, 1912, and is to run 
till 1982. The minimum amount that is 
to. be delivered to the steel company a 
year is 730,0w tons, while the maximum 
is «,000,000 tons, as required by the cor- 
poration. 

The construction of 300 by-product coke 
ovens is now under way. The Beth- 
lehem company proposes to add 80 
ovens later on. 

To fulfill the big contract the Davis 
Coal and Coke Co. has planned to ex- 
pend about $1,500,000 in improving its 
property.
